St. Petersburg, April 15.—An official 


denial has been issued to the Japanese 
statement that the-Japanese fleet was 
responsible for the sinking of the bat- 
tleshiij Petropavlovsk. An officer of 
the general staff in an interview to- 
day stated that the Russian disnatch- 
'es fall to show that there was any 
naval engagement fought unless the 
surrounding and sinking of the tor- 
pedo boat Vestrashni be so designat- 
ed. The Vestrashni with four other de- 
stroyers, he said, were scouting out- 
side of Port Arthur during the uisht. 
In the course of the oneration the 
Vestrashni became separted from her 
consorts and was lost in the mist 


When day broke she endeavored to 


creep in along the shore but was dis- 
covered and cut off and soon overpow- 
ered and sunk. The general staff i 
of the opinion that the Petronavlovslc 
was sunk by a mine placed at the 
entrance to the harbor to protect the 
inner bay. The battleship sank in 
full view of Admiral Toga's seuadron.

What kind of trees 
and bushes we shall plant will depend 
upon what kinds we can get, what ones 
are hardy in the region and what ones 
we like. We can plant beeches and 
poplars here and there, an apple tree 
or a pear tree or a nut tree.
